RHA begins 
work on 
regional 

plan

The Regional Health Au¬ 
thority #5 has taken some 
extra steps towards meeting 
its business plan by appoint¬ 
ing regional managers. 

Five directors were ap¬ 
pointed to their positions ear- 
lier this month, cutting back 
top hospital administration 
by one. 

Dennis Stabbler, who has 
been the Mountain View 
Health Care Centre’s ad¬ 
ministrator for the past four 
years, was appointed as the 
Director of Health Services 
for Didsbury. RHA board 
Chairman George Patzer said 
all hospital administrators 
were offered the positions in 
each area except for Cereal. 

“We reduced at Cereal but 
we are in the process of of¬ 
fering (the administrator) 
another position,” Patzer 
said. 

Patzer said local health 
units will be incorporated 
into each hospital facility 
under the direction of the 
regional manager. 

“In Drumheller we had 
the health unit go with the 
hospital administration back 
in the early fall,” Patzer said. 
“In Didsbury, the (health unit 
office) is run out of Calgary, 
so there won’t really be any 
change there in terms of jobs,

RCMP ask for info 
on break-ins

Didsbury RCMP are requesting 
the public’s help to solve two cases 
ofbreak and enter and robbery from 
the summer of 1994. 

On July 25. sometime between 1 
and 4:30 am, unknown suspects 
broke into the Carstairs Golf Club 
by breaking a window on the 
buiding’s south-east side. The build¬ 
ing’s security alarm was disabled 
and. once inside, the suspects did 
considerable damage to the walls 
and doors. The thieves stole a 901b 
Sentry safe containing $300, then 
broke into the club’s main office 
stealing $500. Two portable 
Motorola radios (serial # 
529FQY5713 and 519FQY5710) 
were also stolen from the club’s 
shed which the theives had also 


broken into. 

RCMP are also looking for in¬ 
formation about a break in at the 
Water Valley Golf Club which 
occured sometime between 
9:45p.m. the night of August 18 and 
8 am August 19. The suspects broke 
in through the front door, cut the 
wires to the audible security alarm 
and tore the alarm horn off the wall. 
Only about $20 was stolen in the 
incident and little damage resulted. 

Constable Paradis of the Dids¬ 
bury RCMP detachment said break- 
ins at the Olds and Sundre Golf 
Clubs also occured during the sum¬ 
mer of 1994 and police are looking 
for information on any of the inci¬ 
dents.

Housing board 
becomes official

The newly amalgamated Moun¬ 
tain View Management Board was 
officially set up last week, prepared 
to take over administration of sub¬ 
sidized housing in Didsbury, Cre¬ 
mona and Sundre. 

The board, which merges the 
former Mount View Foundation, 
the Sundre and District Housing 
Soceity and the Cremona Lions 
Housing Society, elected its execu¬ 
tive at a meeting January 19. 

Don Ledene of Sundre, a former 
member of the Mount View Foun¬ 
dation Board, was elected as chair. 
Pat James of Olds, a county coun¬ 


cillor, was elected as vice chair. 

One of the first items on the new 
board's agenda was to review their 
mission statement. The board will 
be responsible for administering 121 
seniors’ lodge residences, 44 sen¬ 
iors’ apartments and 5 family hous¬ 
ing units. 

Ledene said the board also de¬ 
cided to purchase land west of the 
Carstairs Chinook Winds Lodge to 
allow for further expansion of the 
lodge in the future. 

The board employees 60 staff 
members. Their head office will 
remain in Didsbury in the former 
head office of the Mount View 
Foundation.

The Reform Party attacked Prime Minister Jean Chretien last 
week, blaming his inaction on reducing the deficit for the fall of the 
Canadian dollar and the rise in interest rates. Reform party leader 
Preston Manning urged taxpayers to take part in a Canadian style tax 
revolt; to hold rallies protesting the threat of tax increases and urging 
legislated spending cuts. Manning led the first rally in B.C. last 
Thursday with an estimated 1500 supporters. 

Quebec Premier Jacques Parizeau got unexpectedly strong sup¬ 
port for Quebec separation last week during a visit to France. 

Jacques Chirac, the Mayor of Paris and a contender in the French 
presidential race, said France should be among the first to recognize 
an independent Quebec if they voted to separate. Edouard Balladur, 
France’s Premier, and another candidate in the upcoming presiden¬ 
tial election, also gave support to Parizeau, but in less specific words, 
he said the cultural ties between France and Quebec would help 
forge a strong relationship between the two countries. 

Canadian Prime Minister Jean Chretien responded to the state¬ 
ments by criticizing Parizeau. He said his efforts in France were not 
helping create jobs or boost the economy which is what Quebecers 
really want. He also said the separtist issue was merely hypothetical 
since recent polls show the no vote was winning by 54 percent among 
Quebec voters. 

Roger Warren was sentenced to life in prison without chance for 
parole for at least 20 years by a judge Yellowknife last week. 

The week before. Warren, age 51, was found guilty ofnine counts 
of second degree murder in the bombing deaths of miners at the 
Giant mine which occured two years ago. 

Warren’s lawyers said they plan to appeal. 

The Council of Canadians with Disabilities has applied to 
intervene in the appeal of Robert Latimer, the Saskatchewan farmer 
convicted of the second degree murder of his 12-year-old daughter. 

The group said it is alarmed by the amount of support for Latimer. 
Calls for a lighter sentence for Latimer has led disabled Canadians 
to fear a “slippery slope” in attitude towards the value of disabled 
persons’ lives. 

Latimer was sentenced to 10 years after he was convicted of 
killing Tracy who suffered from a severe case of cerebral palsy. 
Latimer admitted to killing his daughter by carbon monoxide 
poisoning. 

Bar owners could be held liable for the actions oi the drunks they 
serve, according to the Supreme Court of Canada. 

Last Thursday, the court ruled bars can be held liable for third 
party injuries and that they must take reasonable measures to prevent 
intoxicated patrons from driving. 

Lawyers are urging bar owners to take all the precautions they 
can, by promoting the Designated Driver program and offering 
easily accessible taxi service.

Water commission prepares to fight

Several members of the Moun¬ 
tain View Regional Water Com¬ 
mission will be heading up to Ed¬ 
monton next month to express their 
concern over rumors of a proposed 
water use tax. 

Didsbury town councillor Ed 
Vermunt, a member of the commis¬ 
sion, said he and other members 
will be heading to Edmonton to 
attend a meeting with Alberta Envi¬ 
ronmental Protection about new 
draft legislation which includes a 
clause allowing the province to cre¬ 
ate a water use tax. 

“This is a fact finding seminar 
about controlling water and per¬ 
haps charges for water use,” 
Vermunt said. “We don’t have all 
the details yet but we can tell you 
more when we get back.” 

Vermunt said the commission, 
which administers the water plant 
supplying water to the communi¬ 
ties of Innisfail, Bowden, Olds, 
Didsbury and Crossfield, is very 
concerned about the potential of a 


“We don’t think anybody wants 
this,” he said. “I mean you can just 
see down the road when farmers 
have to put a meter on their wells.” 

But an Environmental Protec¬ 
tion spokesperson said the water 
commission and everyone else con¬ 
cerned about the clause in the draft 
legislation can relax. 

LeeAnne Palutke said the clause 
is just a copy of a clause included in 
the original 60-year-old legislation. 

“It is just a clause that allows the 
government to use economic in¬ 
struments as a tool for water man¬ 
agement,” she said. “But in Sep¬ 
tember of 1994, a joint cabinet de¬ 
cision was made that the govern¬ 
ment would not entertain an annual 
water use fee.” 

Palutke said because the new 
draft legislation includes the clause, 
attention has been drawn to it. 

“No one reads 60-year-old leg¬ 
islation so this seems like some¬ 
thing new,” she said. “But as I said, 
it was almost copied directly from 
the old legislation except that we 
added the word conservation be¬ 


cause in our public consultations, 
Albertans told us they were con¬ 
cerned about conservation. Sixty 
years ago, conservation wasn’t an 
issue.” 

Palutke said the meetings in 
Edmonton next month are part of a 
series of meetings being held around 
the province to get public input into 
the draft legislation.

Early February has been 
earmarked as a time to talk 
about International Develop¬ 
ment. So what? 

In the midst of negative 
news images from Rwanda 
and other dismal African sto¬ 
ries presented each night by 
our televisions, let me offer a 
slightly different view of Afri¬ 
can development - with a Dids- 
bury twist. 

Exactly 10 years ago the 
images of starving Ethiopians 
flooded our television screens. 
Many called it a famine of 
biblical proportions. It was. 
After the television cameras 
disappeared, relief agencies, 
in partnership with local com¬ 
munities, turned to agricul¬ 
ture, afforestation, water pro¬ 
grams and health care for long¬ 
term solutions to Ethiopia's 


ills. The goal? To prevent a 
re-run of Ethiopia's horrible 
images. 

Although our successes in 
Ethiopia are only a begin¬ 
ning, they are significant to 
the farmers who are now liv¬ 
ing beyond the subsistence 
level. Damota 1, a project 
funded by 30 Hour Famine 
participants from the Dids- 
bury area, is one of those 
successes. Last year students 
from across Alberta raised 
$418,000 for programs like 
Damota 1 through the annual 
30 Hour Famine event. 

Over the years, villagers 
had stripped Damota region 
of its trees for shelter and 
firewood to cook meals. To¬ 
day, through education and 
village-organized tree nurs¬ 
eries, thousands of trees dot 
the countryside. New soil 
conservation techniques and 
practical irrigation projects 
have given farmers the edge 


in fighting the periodic 
droughts which plague Africa. 
All this was done by Ethiopian 
villagers with the assistance of 
Ethiopian agriculturalists. Al¬ 
though the funding came from 
the Didsbury area, the work 
was done by Ethiopians them¬ 
selves. That is development. 

Good news stories like this 
don't make great TV images. 
They rarely even make the 
news, but forme it's much more 
exciting than any fast breaking 
newsclip from Bosnia or 
Rwanda. 

As I ponder Development 
Week, I see a glimmer of hope 
reflected in the good works of 
the Alberta students who took 
part in the 30 Hour Famine. 
These kids did more than talk - 
they acted. Their actions teach 
us that caring means involve¬ 
ment. Caring means working 
with others. And caring means 
sacrifice. That too is develop-

1 must give some congratulations to Reform MP Jack Ramsey 
for recognizing criminals cannot just be locked away for longer 
periods of time in an effort to stop them from reoffending. 

Ramsey was reacting to the discovery of Melanie Carpen¬ 
ter's body over the weekend and the fact that her accused killer 
was released from prison, where he was serving time for armed 
robbery, after he had served two-thirds of his sentance. 

Ramsey said he felt there must be someway we can keep 
criminals injail until they have received some kind of treatment 
for their anti-social behavoir. 

For once, I agree with a Reformer. 

The kneejerk reaction to keeping violent offenders in jail 
longer will help curb others from being hurt or being killed is 
silly. The only thing it will do is cost tax payers more money and 
simply postpone the inevitable. If Fernand Auger (if he is 
responsible for Carpenter' s death) had decided he was going to 
kill a young woman when he was released, the date would not 
have mattered. 

Ramsey does have a point when he suggests mandatory 
parole is helping criminals and not the public, but regardless of 
when parole takes place, we still have the same problem, 
releasing criminals back into society who have not learned to 
follow social mores, who have spent time with other criminal 
role models and who are likely ill prepared to enter back into 
society after being locked up for a long period of time. The 
present system of incarceration does little to help solve the 
initial reason for the offence and certainly does not help prevent 
it from occuring again. With a re-offence rate of over 80 
percent, we can assume the threat of having to spend time in jail 
is doing little to stop crime. 

Try ing to predict human behavoir based on parole board 
interviews is also a very tricky business. What we need is a 
system where criminals are taught to deal with their crime and 
taught how to reintegrate themselves into society. Psychologi¬ 
cal treatment is becoming the norm in drinking and driving 
cases, why can we not apply it in violent crime cases or robbery 
cases? Giving offenders the psychological tools to deal with 
their problems seems to be a far better method for helping stop 
crime than just releasing them back onto the streets without 
those tools. The alternative is to keep them locked away 
indefinitely, overcrowding our jails and increasing our justice 
costs a thousand fold.

A new way tor education 


Setting the water story straight 


Dear Editor: 

The past year has seen signifi¬ 
cant change and enhancement to 
Alberta's education system. The 
changes give more authority to 
parents and schools, focus educa¬ 
tion dollars in the classroom, en¬ 
sure that all students have fair ac¬ 
cess to a quality education and cut 
administrative costs. 

As we move into a new year, it 
is important that all Albertans are 
aware of the progress that has been 
made and understand the actions 
still underway. It is important be¬ 
cause they are actions that will help 
us better meet student needs at a 
cost our province can afford. 

A major focus of the recently 
released government position pa¬ 
per on roles and responsibilities in 
education was greater parental in¬ 
volvement. Included in that paper 
is our outline for school councils. 
These councils will provide the 
vehicle for parents to work with 
principals and school boards to set 
the direction for the delivery of 
education in local schools. 

The guidelines for school coun¬ 
cils, and the other roles outlined in 
the paper, including those of par¬ 
ents. students, teachers, superin¬ 
tendents. principals, school boards 
and government, were developed 
following an extensive consulta¬ 
tion process with Albertans. Fur¬ 
ther input on the position paper 
will be received until February and 
then final regulations for school 
councils put in place. 

The draft guidelines for Charter 


schools have also been released 
and l am receiving comments on 
them. Regulations will be final¬ 
ized early in 1995, with the first 
Charter Schools operating by Sep¬ 
tember of 1995. They will be the 
first such schools in Canada. 

Charter schools will provide 
parents and students with greater 
choice in curriculum and educa¬ 
tion delivery methods within the 
public system, and will ultimately 
help to improve student learning 
across the province. Charter schools 
will be open to any students who 
would potentially benefit from their 
programs. 

To cut administrative spending 
and redirect resources to the class¬ 
room, government has met its com¬ 
mitment to reduce the number of 
school boards from 181. In Octo¬ 
ber I announced final decisions on 
the regionalization and amalgama¬ 
tion of school boards to bring the 
number in our province to 57 by 
1995. 

As a result, we now have 124 
fewer school boards in Alberta than 
we did eighteen months ago, in¬ 
cluding the elimination of over 40 
school boards that did not even 
operate schools. The number of 
trustees has been reduced from well 
over 1,100 to less than 450. 

This will result in a direct sav¬ 
ings of $ 13 million in the short term 
and much more in coming years as 
the new boards move to more effi¬ 
cient ways of delivering education. 
The savings will be redirected into 
the classroom to benefit students. 


To ensure that all Alberta stu¬ 
dents have an equitable opportu¬ 
nity for a quality education, no 
matter where in the province they 
live, we are now developing a new 
funding system for school boards. 
It will be a system that gives every 
school board a fair share of the 
available education resources. 

A discussion paper on a pro¬ 
posed new funding framework was 
released for consultation in early 
October with the plan scheduled to 
be finalized in the first few months 
of 1995. The new funding system 
will be in place for the 1995-96 
school year beginning next Sep¬ 
tember. 

The changes we are making are 
directed to putting more resources 
into the classrooms and benefitting 
students. 

The restructuring underway now 
will give Albertans an education 
system in which students come first 
and all students have equal access 
to a quality education. It will be a 
system where decisions are made 
in local schools, with the involve¬ 
ment of parents and the commu¬ 
nity. It will be a system that is 
efficient, provides choice and is 
accountable. 

Most of all, it will be an educa¬ 
tion system that Albertans can be 
proud of and that will ensure our 
children can successfully compete 
in the 21st century.

You mentioned 
there were numerous underground 
tanks in the hamlet. What do you 
mean by numerous? There were 5 
underground fuel tanks at 4 loca¬ 
tions. They were legally removed, 
urtder the supervision of a qualified 
environmentalist is 1993. 

The Madden Community Cen¬ 
tre is located north of the hamlet, 
on the west side of the road, at a 
distance of approximately one quar¬ 
ter of a mile. No fuel tanks were 
near the Community Centre. 

Due to an unusually wet spring 
in 1993, and because of the high 
water table in this area, there was 
some pollution of the Community 
Centre water supply in 1993. Sur¬ 
face water seeped into the well. 


The casing was raised, fill put in 
and the well pumped out. The well 
water is tested regularly and has 
been satisfactory for aft of 1994, 
and the fall of 1993. 

Madden is located in the M.D. 
of Rocky View, 18 km west of 
Crossfield and is bordered on the 
west by the Symon's Valley High¬ 
way. 

Perhaps you must now realize 
that your article about Madden 
Water was stale - at least well over 
a year old Publishing such an arti¬ 
cle could have had an adverse ef¬ 
fect on rentals of the facilities at the 
Community Centre. Fortunately, 
our Centre is well utilized and es¬ 
pecially busy during the summer. 
The water is safe and is still tested 
regularly.

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Child tax benefit 

The child tax benefit is a non-taxable 
monthly payment made to families 
with children, based partly on the 
number of qualifying children at the 
beginning of the month and partly on the 
family income during a previous taxation 
year The program is meant to deliver 
benefits where they are needed, so the 
benefit is reduced when family income 
exceeds $25,921 There is also a special 
earned income supplement (maximum 
$500/year) for the “working poor.” 
Families living on social assistance or 
other non-taxable allowances and who do 
not have earned income over $3,750 are 
not eligible for this special supplement 

Since the benefit is income-dependent. 
Revenue Canada requires both spouses, 
whether legally married or common-law, 
to file a tax return in order to receive it. 
Both spouses must file even if there is no 
taxable income to report. 

How do you apply for 

the child tax benefit? 

Most taxpayers are automatically 
assessed for eligibility for the child tax 
benefit when they file their tax returns 
each year. However, if you did not 
receive benefits during the previous year, 
your child tax benefit notice may 
indicate that you must call Revenue 
Canada to confirm certain information 
before benefits will be payable. Read your 
notice carefully, as no payments will be 
sent until you comply with this request. 
Note that in order to receive the child tax 
benefit for any children born after 1992, 
you must fill out an application form. 
If your child was born in a Canadian 
hospital, you probably received an 
application form there. You can also get

the form from any Revenue Canada 
district taxation office. You should apply 
as soon as possible after your child is bom. 

You are eligible to receive the child 
tax benefit each month for any children 
under 18 who live with you, if you are 
the one responsible for their care and 
upbringing. If both parents live with the 
children and share this responsibility, the 
child tax benefit is generally directed to 
the female parent. 

How much will you receive? 

The basic amount of the child tax 
benefit is $1,020 per child, plus $213 for 
each child under 7. This works out to 
$102.75 per month for each child under 7 
and $85 per month for each child over 7. 
(Note that in Alberta and Quebec these 
amounts are different.) If there are more 
than two children, an additional $75 
($6.25/month) is available for the third 
and each additional child. An earned 
income supplement is available to 
families with earned income between 
$3,750 and $25,921, with the maximum 
of $500 ($41.67/month) available to 
those with earned incomes between 
$10,000 and $20,921. Once the family 


income reaches $25,921, the child tax 
benefit is reduced at a rate of 5% if there 
are two or more children, or 2.5% if 
there is only one. 

The amount of the child tax benefit 
payable from July 1994 to June 1995 is 
based on information from the 1993 tax 
year. From July 1995 to June 1996 the 
benefit will be based on the 1994 tax 
year. The family income upon which 
calculations are made includes your 
income plus your legal or common-law 
spouse’s income. That is why Revenue 
Canada asks for the name and social 
insurance number of your legal or 
common-law spouse on your tax returns, 
and requires both of you to file one. 

Changes in marital status 

If you separate or divorce, or if your 
spouse dies, Revenue Canada can 
recalculate your benefit so that it is based 
only on your income. This almost always 
results in an increased benefit to you. 
If you would like Revenue Canada to 
recalculate your benefit, call your local 
district taxation office. 

Likewise if you get married or enter 
into a common-law relationship, you 
may elect to have the spouse’s income 
included in the calculation of future child 
tax benefit payments. However, this is 
only beneficial if it increases your earned 
income supplement. 

If you have children under 18, but 
have not received a notice concerning 
the child tax benefit, be sure to call the 
local office of Revenue Canada right 
away. If your family income is too high, 
you should have received a notice to this 
effect.

but we did have one job cut in 
Hanna.'’ 

Along with the job changes, 
Patzer said the board also decided 
to change facility names. 

“The idea is that we wanted all 
the facilities to be consistent and so 
we could easily identify each area." 

Under the new system, each 
hospital will be renamed for their 
community with the words “and 
District Health Services” follow¬ 
ing. That means the Mountain View 
Health Care Centre will be renamed 
Didsbury and District Health Serv¬ 
ices. 

Patzer said the board is continu¬ 
ing to work on merging each hospi¬ 
tal district’s assets under the re¬ 
gional authority and is currently 
working on a budget for 1996 which 
will cut an additional $754,000. 

The board plans to hold more 
public meetings in February and 
March.

Q - Can you delete the 
French channel? 

A - No. I get asked [about 
deleting the French channel) 
a lot. According to CRTC 
regulations, it’s there to stay. 
But a lot of people watch the 
hockey games [on the French 
channel]- they just turn the 
volume down and watch the 
game. 

Q - Why doesn’t 
Videotron subscribe to Al¬ 
berta First Call? 

A - With Alberta First Call, 
when you give them the area 
you want, any call that came 
in, even outside of the town 
where we have no cable, we’d 
have to pay for them, for every 
job, and that’s very costly. 
But [further consideration is 
being given as] Alberta First 
Call is changing their [billing 
policy] to where they’ll just 
give you a mapped area to be 
notified on. 

Q- What causes the sound 
problems on the Alberta- 
based channels? 

A - On the lower frequen¬ 
cies, there’s more earth noise, 
interference, we call it ‘ter¬ 
restrial noise’. 

Q - Why is reception often 
better on Edmonton channels 
than those from Calgary? A- 
[Calgary channels have] spar¬ 
kles on them and tend to fade 
in and out. What it is, is the 
Calgary transmission for 
those channels cuts off about 
Carstairs so we're actually 
out of their receiver area, but 
we’ve always carried those 
channels. Edmonton’s 
[rebroadcast system] is right 
in Red Deer. Calgary could 
have done that too, but they 
want to be a certain distance 
apart. If they went on satel¬ 
lite. there would be no prob¬ 
lems with them; they're just 
off air, off antennae. 

Q - Recording artists are 
very concerned about the 
switch from CMT to NCN. 
What has viewer response 
been to date? 

A -1 watch [NCN] quite a 
bit. There’s just more Cana¬ 
dian tunes on there; the way 
they put together the videos 
is maybe not as ‘hyped up' as 
the American style.

Shantz and six other Alberta 
producers first began developing 
the breed in Canada in 1993 when 
they imported a number of pure¬ 
bred embryos. Since then, the group 
has been working on developing 
the breed for Canadian farming 
conditions and setting up the Cana¬ 
dian Parthenais Association, of 
which Shantz is president. 

“It has been hectic setting up the 
by-laws and regulations,” he said. 

“But now we have the cattle and 
the genetics in Canada and we can 
work on developing the breed.” 

But while the group is still in the 
development stages with the cattle, 
the popularity of the breed is soar¬ 
ing. Just by word of mouth, other 
producers are expressing interest 
in purchasing the breed, increasing 
the producers from Alberta to all 
over Canada and parts of the United 
States. Currently, Shantz estimates 
that there are 40 breeding females 
in Canada and 25 to 30 breeding 
age bulls. 

While the financial rewards of 
the Parthenais have yet to be real¬ 
ized - Shantz feels it will take six to 
10 years to fully develop the 
bloodlines in Canada - he sees great 
potential for the breed in the com-

The breed is being called the 
French connection to better beef 
and a local producer is behind the 
drive to introduce this meatier 
breed of cattle to the North Ameri¬ 
can market. 

In the cattle business most ofhis 
life. Dennis Shantz began to notice 
a demand for more heavily mus¬ 
cled animals back at the beginning 
of the decade. The Parthenais breed, 
originally from France seemed to 
fit the bill perfectly. 

Shantz had first run across the 
Parthenais when he was importing 
Maine'Anjou from France in 1972. 
He was impressed by what he saw. 

“You really have to see the 
Parthenais to appreciate it,” he said. 
“You can literally see the meat 
hanging on them.” 

Shantz said the contradiction of 
the breed is in its makeup. 

“Strangely, it is a small, fine 
boned animal with extra heavy 
muscling,” he said. “It doesn’t grow 
any faster than the Charolais or the 
Simmental but in the end it has an 
extra 5 to 6 percent meat yield. 

Shantz said the advatnage of 
this will become even more evi¬ 
dent when the beef industry moves

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Tips on spousal RSPs

Last week we talked about the 
benefits of spousal RSPs. Here are 
some tips to help you make the 
most of this income-splitting tool. 

The ultimate goal of a spousal 
RSP is to create two equal streams 
of income once both partners are 
retired - each taxed at a moderate 
rate, rather than one at a high rate 
and one at a low rate or not at all. 

The amounts contributed to a 
spousal plan do not affect your 
spouse's personal RSP contribu¬ 
tion limit. However, if you're con¬ 
tributing to two plans (yours and a 
spousal plan), it doesn't mean you 
can contribute twice a month. 

For example, if you're entitled 
to the full $13,500 limit for 1994 
and you contribute $5,000 to a 


spousal plan, you could only put up 
to the remainder - $8,500 - in your 
plan. 

There's another interesting fea¬ 
ture to spousal RSPs. Although 
you can no longer contribute to 
your own plan after the end of the 
year in which you reach age 71, 
you can continue to contribute your 
maximum limit to a spousal plan 
until the end of the year in which 
your spouse turns age 71. 

Additional tax savings - If 
you're receiving regular payments 
from a company pension plan or 
deferred profit sharing plan, you're 
allowed to contribute up to $6,000 
a year of that money directly to a 
spousal RSP. But time's running 
out on this arrangement; 1994 is 
the last year for these transfers. 

The pension rollover does not 
affect your normal RSP contribu¬ 
tion limit. If you have earned in¬ 


come and are under 72 throughout 
the year, you can make a tax-de¬ 
ductible RSP contribution in addi¬ 
tion to your pension transfer. You 
have until March 1, 1995 to make 
your contribution for the 1994 tax 
year. 

Spouse's property - Remem¬ 
ber, though, that contributions to a 
spousal plan are the property of 
your partner. In the event of a 
relationship break-up, the money 
remains in your spouse's plan, un¬ 
less a court orders otherwise. 

As with any RSP, the sooner 
you begin contributing to a spousal 
plan, the better off you'll be in 
years to come. If you can make 
your contributions early in the year 
rather than waiting until the last 
minute, you can come out even 
further ahead.

Dorothy was bom December 
21st, 1914 and grew up in Mon¬ 
treal. She became a nurse and 
worked for the Victorian Order of 
Nurses in Montreal. She then moved 
to the Okanogan, B.C. and 
Saskatoon, Saskatchewan. She mar¬ 
ried Grev Harrison in 1940 and 
with 2 boys in 1956 moved to Olds 
where Grev taught at Olds College.

The ladies were a 
great force (behind the scene) in the 
churches. They met once a month 
and enjoyed the association and 
friendship of the women, studied 
the Bible, helped pay the minister's 
salary and brought things for the 
church. They raised their money by 
serving suppers, wedding recep¬ 


tions, skating parties, assisted with 
church picnics, etc. Five cents was 
the cost of joining the Ladies Club. 
The Ladies were called by their 
husbands names (Mrs. John ...). 1 
think that continued until 1947 (I 
think). It wasn't legal to sign you're 
husband’s name, you had to sign 
you're own name after that time. 

As I read through these old books 
it brought back a lot of memories, 
of going to meetings and parties in 
sleighs, with hot rocks at feet, and 
with a Buffalo Robe over top, some¬ 
times they went by horseback. The 
friendships that were made have 
been very solid and remain still 
today. 

As we drove into town a couple 
of weeks ago on Sunday morning, 
the fog had been very thick for 
several days, but - the trees, fences, 
etc. were so thick with frost - and 
we saw a gentleman with six dogs 
on a cart. It reminded me of the song 
"Winter Wonderland". Winter has 
been wonderful warm and hardly 
any wind. I hope Jack Frost doesn't 
get too rough in February and 
March.

Northlands Park (formerly Ed¬ 
monton Northlands) has negotiated 
a new five-year contract with the 
Canadian Professional Rodeo As¬ 
sociation to host the Canadian Fi¬ 
nals Rodeo. This agreement, be¬ 
ginning in 1996, ensures that CFR 
will stay in Edmonton until at least 
the year 2000. 

The yearly prize money and 
stock costs under the new contract 
will be based on a percentage of the 
previous year's gate receipts. Prize 
money and stock contract for CFR 
(already the most in Canada) is 
expected to swell to in excess of 
$600,000 by 1996. In 1995, the 
payouts will increase by 
approxiametly 15 percent over 
1994. 

The agreement also specifies 
terms for TV rights, sponsorships, 
advertising, merchandise sales at 
CFR and a continued shared com¬ 


mitment to the Edmonton Rodeo 
Cowboys Benevolent Foundation. 
A major part of the agreement pro¬ 
vides the current CFR 6-Pac ticket 
holders first option on the seating 
in the Northlands Coliseum. 

The dates of future CFRs in 
Edmonton have also been con¬ 
firmed as follows: November 6 to 
10, 1996, November 5 to 9, 1997, 
November 11 to 15,1998, Novem¬ 
ber 10 to 14.1 999 and November 8 
to 12, 2000. 

CFR is the largest annual indoor 
sporting event in western Canada 
and the engine of Edmonton's fall 
tourism season. The economic im¬ 
pact of CFR, complemented by 
Farmfair International (formerly 
Northlands Farmfair), is estimated 
to be in excess of $50 million per 
year. This new agreement to keep 
CFR in Edmonton is potentially 
worth more that $500 million (over 
10 years) to the local economy.
